’ ‘Dr. Charas ,of the Royal Academy of Sciences at Paris ine 
lately thought fit to revife his Treatilé of Experiments foscmnat 
Vipers, has added (in thefecond Edition publifhed chere in Atay 
laft) a fhort Account of his being bit twice by Vipers’, in the pre- 
fence of the Members of the faid Academy, and of the Means 
which he us’d to be cured. = : : 

The firft Bite happened after he had, according to his cuftom, 
fucceffively held the Jaws of eleven Vipers between: his fingers ; 
that the By-{tanders might have an opportonity to examin the in- 
ward parts of that Animal's mouth: he, in a manner, flighted the 
twelfth, which crept along the Table; and taking it up too care- 
Iefly by the middle with Pincers, ir rufhed forward in that very 
moment, and bit the upper part of the middle finger of his Left- 
~ hand; and in an inftant-he felt feveral Prickings almoft in every 
part of his Bady ; but the pain was fmal. ~ | 

Having from that moment refolved to caufe the irritated fpirits, 
which entered the finger by the wound, to move back ; he fucke 
it once, and no more”; and perceived the tip of his tongue to be co- 
vered with a yellow juice, and fome mixed , corrupted , bloudy 
matter, whofe faine unfavoury tafte he could not endure. After- 
wards he continued to fqueez the parts about the wound with the 
fingers of his right-hand, fo to get out fome corrupted bloud, and 
with it a little of the irritated Spirits’: But ashe believed that this 
would not be fufficient, unlefs he ftopt the courfe of thofe-pirits ; 
he took a fmall ewiné, or pack-thread, and with ic bound the 
wounded finger, thrice round, pretty hard near its root, about 
an inch higher than the place where it had been bit. 

Being perfuaded that he had ftopped the fpreading of the Venom, 
by the Ligature; he did not flightly broil and eat the head, neck, 
heart and liver of. the Viper, as he ufed formerly to enjoyn to 
fuch as were bit bya Viper.
